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The Birth of a Butterfly

The butterfly. The symbol of transformation, 
new beginnings, and the embodiment of the cycle of life, 
death, and rebirth. Few creatures on this earth can evoke 
such a strong sense of wonder in human beings like the 
butterfly. Secluded within its chrysalis, the butterfly 
hides itself from the world, swathed in the secrets of 
the universe as it grows, changes, until the moment it 
emerges to make the world more beautiful, one butterfly 
at a time. 

Mattapoisett was made a tiny bit more beautiful 
on Tuesday, September 22, when it welcomed into 
the world a single Monarch butterfly that had been 
developing under the care of Jeanne McCullough at the 
Mattapoisett Library. 

The chrysalis originated in the Fairhaven 
backyard of Ella Gillen, 10, and Sofia Gillen, 8, where the 
milkweed grows, attracting scores of Monarchs each year 
to lay their eggs. With their mother, Tracy, the girls took 
the chrysalis to the library so it could share the experience 
of raising a Monarch with its patrons, particularly with

the children. 

For almost two weeks, the chrysalis hung 
suspended in air attached to a leaf within a netted pop-up 
habitat. 

On the day the Monarch broke free from its 
protective shell, Ella and Sofia were serendipitously 
visiting the library (and so was I), when they heard 
some excitement coming from across the way. Children's 
Librarian Linda Burke was showing this reporter the 
beloved chrysalis when we noticed it tremble slightly, 
a fleeting flicker that led to another, and another, and 
another.... 

Just then, the translucent fibers of one fold of 
the chrysalis gave way, separating it from the others in a 
sudden burst of life force that began the unfolding process 
of new life. The cover of the habitat was removed and 
taken down so as not to obstruct a single second of the 
wonder that was taking place before our very eyes. 

Stunned, we all watched closely and waited. 

And with each slow breath we took, the Monarch edged 
closer to its escape, finally exiting the shiny clear shell 
completely, yet still clinging to it as awakened from the 
mystery of its butterfly sleep. 

As the minutes passed, the butterfly hung in 
the air suspended from the leaf, quivering gently as its 
delicate wings pulsated, closing and then opening ever 
so slightly with each thrust that appeared small to each of 
us, but was surely momentous to the tiny creature. 

How mighty, yet how fragile is the Monarch 
emerging, just as life itself is frail yet forceful. The 
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Monarch danced in slight half turns and half twirls 
against the force of gravity beneath it, a force that would, 
in a matter of hours, be of little consequence to the willful 
wings of the butterfly 

The first and second-grade classes from Center 
School by happenstance entered the library and were 
able to catch a glimpse of the spectacle as they made their 
way to a presentation on the other side of the library No 
one could have known the exact minute the Monarch 
would hatch, but it was as if the butterfly all along waited 
patiently for the right moment to emerge when the most 
pairs of eyes possible would be watching with wonder. 

"I think it's really cool," said Ella, "and I think 
I'm very lucky to see it." 

Meanwhile, as the Monarch took its time 
acclimating to its new form, the girls thumbed through a 
library book about how to raise Monarchs and read that 
the butterfly would not be strong enough to be handled 
until at least an hour and a half after it had hatched. It 
would take that long for its powdery wings to fully dry so 
it could be tagged with a tiny circular sticker as part of a 
national Monarch butterfly counting project. 

Within a matter of three to four hours, the 
butterfly would be released into the outside to discover 
itself, and perhaps its first flower, thus beginning another 
cycle in the life of the Monarch butterfly.

The Early Days of Rochester Police and Fire

If you called the Rochester Police some time in 
the 1960s, chances are Officer Joseph Chamberlain would 
pull up in his family sedan, and occasionally, he was 
accompanied by his young son Bill. There were no radios, 
no way to call for backup if needed - heck, there wasn't 
even a police station at the time. 

Those were the simpler days of life in Rochester, 
a time gone by when a one-officer emergency response 
was all that was needed. There was no police academy 
education required and no uniforms. Just a man with a 
badge, a duty belt, and a .357 Magnum hanging low on 
his side. 

During a presentation about the history of 
the Rochester Police and Fire on September 16, retired 
Sergeant Bill Chamberlain accepted a citation from Maria 
Connor, special assistant to Senator Michael Rodrigues, 
on behalf of the Rochester Police Department. The crowd 
begged Chamberlain to stay at the front of the East 
Rochester Congregational Church altar and tell them

some stories from his many years on the force. 

Chamberlain went straight back to his childhood 
to a time when he climbed into the family's Ford Galaxy 
with his father who was responding to a shooting incident 
called in, literally, to his home phone. 

"There were many times that he would go out on 
a call and I would go," said Chamberlain. "That would be 
unheard of today." 

Chamberlain's father would respond to whatever 
type of call came in, and one night there was a shooting 
reported at a residence. Chamberlain Senior was called to 
investigate. Upon arrival. Officer Chamberlain knocked 
out the two front lights, knocked on the door, and entered 
the home to find a man who had accidentally shot himself 
dead. 

"As traumatic as that may be for a young child, 

I grew up with that," Chamberlain said. "And I just 
understood. I knew what passing away meant." 

Chamberlain recalled the days when Rochester 
was once a mecca of sorts for stolen vehicles - about 100 
stolen vehicles found during a year - which was pretty 
much the extent of the regular riff-raff that went down 
in town, alongside the occasional escaped livestock that 
police would chase after. (Which still continues today, 
commented Chamberlain). 

In the 1970s when drugs started appearing on 
the Rochester scene, Chamberlain recalled the police 
starting to train officers on identifying drugs, and Officer 
Chamberlain asked his college-age son to "help him out" 
with some marijuana, since the officers had no idea what 
marijuana looked or smelled like. 

Red-faced, Chamberlain admitted he bought a 
baggie of pot to give to his father. 

"And they did use it," said Chamberlain, which 
elicited laughter. "Hey, if they want to arrest me for it, so 
be it..." 

Betty Beaulieu of the Rochester Historical Society 
compiled years and years of Rochester Police and Fire 
history to share, going all the way back to the very first 
police officer / constable Robert C. Randall, who served 
from 1857 to 1882. No money was appropriated for 
any emergency response in those days, and in 1890 a 
forest fire line item was added that paid $1.60 per man. 
Historical Society member Connie Eshbach presented that 
information to an audience of roughly 30 people. 

Few fires were listed in the 1800s, Eshbach said, 
but 1894 was a bad year for forest fires in Rochester, she 
added. It cost the Town $189 to fight fires that year. By 
1895, there were 31 firefighters on the roster.

1910 to purchase fire extinguishers for firefighters, but it 
wasn't until the 1940s when the Town actually created a 
budget for the Fire Department and appointed its first fire 
chief, Henry B. Hartley, who served until 1954. The first 
official police chief was appointed in 1947, William D. 
Jenkins. 

But, back then, if you were an on-call police 
officer, said Eshbach, you were also an on-call firefighter. 

"They all wore two hats," Eshbach said. "It 
depended on the call which one they put on." 

'Police stations' and their locations varied over 
the years, such as from a small room at Town Hall, to 
the chief's home, to a trailer beside the fire station, to the 
current building on Dexter Road.

Bikers Ride Again for Brad Barrows

Every year for the past six years, those who knew 
the late Brad Barrows gather at the former "Brad's" at 35 
County Road to honor and remember its past owner with 
a ride around town to raise money for a cause that was 
important to Barrows - kids participating in youth sports. 

Dick Barrett helps organize the event each year, 
and on the morning of the September 19 event, Barrett 
was where he always is - directing registered riders on 
their motorcycles into a line formation as they arrived. 
Barrett remembered six years ago when they held the very 
first Brad Barrows Ride to raise money for local youth 
sports organizations. 

"We just got together one day . . . me, Peter Collins 
and Rory McFee," said Barrows. "We just decided we 
should do a fundraiser for the youth sports in Brad's 
name." 

Ever since then, the event attracts around 60 to 70 
people upon roughly 40 motorcycles of all sizes, colors, 
makes, and models. Many of those riders, said Barrett, 
return to ride every year. 

Just about nothing has changed since that first 
ride, except for how the group plans to distribute the 
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money this year. Instead of simply sending out checks 
to different local sports organizations such as the sailing 
program, little league, and other sports, this year the 
group will invite those individual families who need 
help funding their child's sports participation to come 
forward. Barrett said he will be placing a press release in 
The Wanderer announcing when funds will be available 
and urging those who need the funding most to contact 
the group. 

Barrett said Barrows was always volunteering his 
time and sponsoring local youth sports programs, and his 
spirit of giving is what drives this ride year after year. 

"He was always involved," said Barrett. "That's 
why we did it in his name. He was a great guy. He was 
well-loved by everybody in town." 

Local Equestrians Compete at Special Olympics

Seven equestrian student riders belonging to 
Seahorse Farm in Mattapoisett headed to Hanover 
on Sunday, September 20, to compete at the Special 
Olympics Massachusetts (SOMA) South Shore Equestrian 
Tournament held at Briggs Stables. 

Horseback riding teacher Julie Craig provides 
lessons to her regular students - ranging in age from 9 
to 64 years old - at her Mattapoisett farm, which is also 
the location of the Helping Hands and Hooves nonprofit 
organization that provides horseback riding lessons and 
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therapy sessions to adults with special needs. 

Craig has been taking her students to compete in 
the SOMA Equestrian Games for eight years now, assisted 
by Debbi Dyson, Craig's partner with Helping Hands and 
Hooves. Craig said she urges the families of her special 
students to enter the students in the Special Olympics 
competition because the experience benefits her students 
in a variety of ways. 

"It gives them an opportunity to get dressed 
up in the official gear and go out there and compete on 
a level playing field," said Craig. "They experience the 
butterflies in the bellies before they compete, and the 
pride of finishing what they set out to do." 

Craig said the Special Olympics tournament 
is a highlight of the year for her, and she considers it a 
gift to be able to run alongside her students on that day 
and offer them the chance to compete and show off their 
skills. 

"To see my students standing on the podium 
winning their medals with huge smiles on their faces, 
and watching them congratulate other competitors and 
hugging their families after they are done," said Craig. 
"That is what it's all about!" 

Along with the families watching their special 
loved ones compete, Craig said she too chokes back tears 
all morning as she watches her students with pride as 
they give it their all, have fun competing, and cheer each 
other on. 
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Craig said she has seen the powerful bond 
between the horses and her students. It is an emotional 
experience, she said, to witness the bonding between 
them, and she feels blessed to have that in her life. 

"I have always found horses amazing and, now 
in the years that I have been working with people with 
disabilities, I see how incredibly amazing they are too," 
said Craig. "The obstacles they overcome and just keep 
going, often without complaint, truly inspires me." 

All the Seahorse Farm students placed in the top 
three of their class, with 9 year-old Ruby Shield taking 
home two gold medals in her classes. 

Twelve year-old Diego Perry won a gold medal 
in the Class 4 walk/ trot/ posting trot/ two-point position 
competition, and the silver in the trail obstacle course 
class. 

"I like going to the obstacle course. It was easy 
because I could do everything," said Perry. "You had to 
make a circle, pick up a beanbag, then go across the poles, 
through the pumpkins and to the flowers. Then you go 
around a circle and drop off the beanbag." 

During the opening ceremony, two officers 
(and their horses) from the Plymouth County Sheriff's 
Department Mounted Police led the parade of athletes, 
while Ruby Shield walked in front holding a small 
electronic version of the torch. The Olympics theme 
song played in the background as the athletes passed the 
road lined with friends and family and made their way 
towards the ring. 

"Briggs Stables and our staff consider it an honor 
to be able to host the Special Olympics," said Briggs 
Stables owner John Doherty. "I'd like to thank everyone 
for coming and supporting this endeavor." 

In addition to Ruby and Diego, the other Seahorse 
Farms participants at the Special Olympics were Ian 
Craig, 15, bringing home two bronze medals; Susan 
Demsey, 64, winning a silver and bronze; Renee DeLoid, 
40, taking silver and bronze; Brendan Goss, 48, winning a 
gold and a silver; and Andrea Rapoza, 27, who won two 
gold medals. 
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Tax Rate Steady in Rochester 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester residents will be relieved to hear that 
their taxes will not be increasing this year. In fact, they 
will enjoy a six-cent relief from their tax rate. 

On September 21, the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen approved the recommended tax rate of $14.01 
per thousand of value for each property class after a brief 
presentation by the Board of Assessors. 

The town will continue with its single rate tax 
system for fiscal year 2016 instead of splitting the rate and 
charging higher rates for businesses, which would shift 
the tax burden to commercial and industrial property 
owners. 

Charles Shea, assistant assessor, presented the 
board with several options and their ensuing impacts to 
residential and commercial taxpayers. 

Selectmen Naida Parker and Brad Morse both 
supported the Board of Assessor's recommendation. 

According to Town Administrator Michael 
McCue, the levy on the town's $847 million of land 
valuation will generate roughly $11.8 million in tax 
revenue, as reported by Shea. 

McCue praised the Board of Assessors for their 
timely work this year, adding that tax bills will be issued 
in October - the earliest this has happened in recent 
history.

"The later the tax bills go out, the more difficult it 
is to make our financial obligations," said McCue. "That 
can lead to borrowing, which is an added expense to the 
Town and eventually the taxpayers." 

Approval of the tax rate was the only item on the 
agenda for that evening.

Town Puts Conditions on Plowing Private Roads 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Town of Marion has agreed to plow private 
ways, but the majority of residents who live on those 
private roads must inform the Town no later than October 
16 that want to formally opt in to the service, and certain 
conditions must be met before the Town will assume the 
snow and ice removal of those private ways. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson on September 
22 listed five criteria during the Marion Board of 
Selectmen meeting that roads will have to meet in order 
to protect Town equipment from damage and liability. 
These conditions, said Dawson, would have to be met by 
November 1. 

First, all speed bumps must be removed. 

"It just becomes a nightmare," said Dawson. 

Second, any obstacles along the side of the road 
such as brush, trees, basketball hoops, and bike racks 
must be cleared to allow a distance of 2 to 4 feet of space 
to push the snow from the road and keep enough room 
for future snow. 

The third requirement is that all potholes must be 
filled and repaired, Dawson continued. 

The fourth, overhanging branches and limbs must 
be cleared to a height of 13 to 15 feet to prevent damage to 
the vehicles. 

"While that may not seem like much of a problem 
now," said Dawson, once the snow and ice weighs them 
down they will create one. 

"They create a hazard to the trucks," Dawson 
said, "and we're trying to avoid damage to our 
equipment."

Finally, the roads have to have sufficient space to 
allow the trucks to turn around. Dawson said the Town 
will not allow its drivers to back out of private ways, nor 
will they be allowed to back into a private driveway for 
the purpose of turning around. 

"We have to be ready to accommodate the worst- 
case scenario," said Dawson. "There has to be a way for 
the truck to turn around." 

Private roads that want to opt in for plowing 
and sanding must inform the Town no later than October 
16, Dawson said, in the form of a letter from road trusts, 
neighborhood associations, or some other group with the 
authority to make the request. If there is none, Dawson 
said, then a letter expressing the majority's desire to opt in 
is acceptable. 

Although the road would remain under private 
ownership, the property owners must not restrict public 
access and use of the roads, since they will be maintained 
using public funds. Some private ways have formally 
opted out of the Town's plowing service, such as Piney 
Point and Bass Point Road. 

"It's imperative that they get a hold of us as 
soon as they can," said Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Rob Zora. "There's only so many I can 
add to the existing routes that I have . . . and we're not 
going to sacrifice the service that we've been doing over 
the years." 

Although the criteria apply to all private ways

opting in, the selectmen agreed that judgments on certain 
aspects of the criteria would ultimately be up to Zora and 
would be reviewed on a case-by-case basis. 

In other matters, the board approved the sewer 
connection for existing houses on Point Road that are 
already near the main sewer line. The board determined 
that the connection would not qualify as an extension, 
and the capacity exists for the small group of existing 
homes. 

Also during the meeting, Dawson announced that 
fire hydrant flushing has begun, so residents who notice 
discolored water or a loss in water pressure should be 
aware that hydrant flushing will be taking place over the 
course of the next eight weeks. 

Dawson also told the board that, although he 
has no concrete information to deliver about the town's 
National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) permit from the Environmental Protection 
Agency, he said they should expect a final permit to be 
issued by September 30. 

"So we're holding our breath and waiting to 
see the extent of the comments," said Dawson. "It will 
continue to have our attention ... as we begin the process 
of figuring out how to deal with it, what we're going to 
do, and how much it's going to cost." 

Meanwhile, Dawson said, CDM Smith, the 
engineering firm hired by the Town, has been working 
diligently to find possible solutions to the pollution

Walking, Biking, Driving Dominate Meeting 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On September 22, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen meeting was dominated by discussions around 
the importance of giving residents safe streets in terms of 
walkability, cycling, and signage. 

Bonne DeSousa met with the selectmen to discuss 
a wide range of items including the success Mattapoisett 
had in being awarded as winners of the Southcoast 
Bikeway Challenge and the need for additional funds 
that would allow the town to begin the permitting phase 
for the continuation of the bike path through the YMCA 
property. 

The award, DeSousa said, included the 
participation of 33 riders from Mattapoisett who clocked 
in an amazing 22,010 miles, beating Fairhaven who was 
last year's winner. 

Of a $34,000 funding shortfall in the next phase 
of the bike path process, DeSousa said that the Friends of 
the Mattapoisett Bike Path had launched a crowdfunding

effort. Later in the evening after DeSousa had left the 
meeting. Selectman Jordan Collyer asked about the 
possibility of the town matching funds collected in 
this latest funding activity. The board took that under 
advisement with Selectman Paul Silva noting that, with 
so much invested at this point, the town couldn't let the 
permitting phase slip away. 

DeSousa then told the board that a meeting of the 
Municipal Bike and Pedestrian Plan group sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation would 
be held on October 8 at 6:30 pm at Center School. 

"It's important for towns to have a plan because 
there is a 50 million dollar pot of money for grants," said 
DeSousa. 

The meeting will allow residents to air a wide 
range of concerns including the conditions of roadways 
for walking and biking. 

Both Selectmen Tyler Macallister and Collyer 
asked if something could be done about signage at the 
bike path crossings at Brandt Point Road and Mattapoisett 
Neck Road due to cyclists darting into oncoming traffic. 

DeSousa said engineers who designed the bike 
path have placed signage in specific locations and she 
could not move or alter those. However, she suggested 
partnering with the Mattapoisett Recreation Department 
to provide safe cycling classes for children. The board 
agreed to this and also in working with the schools. 

She also asked the board to support the inclusion 
of Mattapoisett' s bike path as part of the Eastcoast 
Greenway and the installation of an all-weather bulletin 
board that had been donated by St. Gabriel's Church in 
Marion. The board agreed to both of these requests. 

Coming before the board from the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition were Allen Decker and Brendan Arnett seeking 
the board's support in filing for grant monies to purchase 
114 acres of land in the Mattapoisett River Valley from the 
Tinkham family. The purchase price is $628,000. Arnett 
said the state grant would pay for one half, and with the 
assistance of the town, other funding sources including 
the town's Community Preservation monies would be 
sought.

seeking funds from Fairhaven as well, given their vested 
interested in protecting the water supply that also services 
their residents.

Planning Board had put in place years ago. He suggested 
a 12 th amendment with language that would give the 
residents of the condominium complex the right to free 
trash collection while protecting the town in the event 
that the flat rate changed, causing additional charges to 
the town. In the event the latter might happen, Ketchel 
suggested that the condominium complex would receive 
a six-month notification that the 12 th amendment was 
terminated. 

"I do see it's dangerous to start changing 
planning board decisions," said Ketchel, but in the end, 
with his suggested text changes, a majority voted in favor 
of daLuz's request. 

Immediately after casting this vote, Gail Carlson 
from Brandt Point Village asked if the board would vote 
to allow her development the same privilege of free trash 
collection. 

Chairman Tom Tucker responded to her request 
by saying, "I'd like to just think about this one since we 
just voted on that one." Then the board members thought 
it prudent to hold a public hearing on her request. She 
was directed to formally request a hearing while also 
being told that the residential association would have to 
pick up the fees associated with public notification of the 
hearing. Carlson agreed. 

Resident Bonne DeSousa came forward to share 
with the Planning Board the latest developments with the 
Mattapoisett bike path and an upcoming public meeting

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with members of the Department of Transportation 
to discuss the Municipal Bike and Pedesterian Plan. 
DeSousa also talked about the focus on a new and 
growing human movement philosophy called "complete 
streets." 

Complete street planning designs and 
operates safe access to roadways for all users, 
including pedestrians, bicyclists, motorists, and public 
transportation riders. It also takes into consideration 
ease of roadway crossings, ease of walking to stores, 
and bicycling to work. DeSousa said there are funding 
opportunities for cities and towns pursuing plans toward 
a complete street infrastructure. 

DeSousa told the board that, on October 8, a 
meeting will be held at Center School at 6:30 pm. 

"We want to have a conversation about why 
people walk ... to get a sense of how people walk and 
bike on local roads," DeSousa said. 

She also advised the board that the Town's 
website linked to a survey titled "Walk, Bike, Run 
Survey" at the bottom of the home page. She said, so far, 
80 residents had completed the survey and urged the 
board to take the survey. 

She concluded her comments by telling the 
board that the Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path were 
conducting a crowdsharing fundraising effort to bridge a 
$30,000 shortfall that the town is facing as the permitting 
phase begins. 

DeSousa said that presently the town is waiting 
for a final comment from the state on the project and then 
the permitting phase can begin. That process, she said, 
will take a year to complete. 

Regarding three applications from Ted Gowdy of 
AERIE Homes planned for Bay Club, Chairman Tucker 
said, "I'm pretty upset he didn't come in. . .. He asked for 
these continuations." 

In fact, there were two continuances of 
applications for Form A requests and the third was a 
request for special permit modification(s). But in the 
absence of the applicant, the board was reticent to act. 

However, board member John Mathieu wanted 
to at least review the application in an effort to afford

defaulting, triggering a constructive approval. 

After careful review of the three applications and 
the associated engineered plans, they determined that 
one Form A request was not properly marked, the other 
improper in its presentation, and the third, the special 
permit amendments, appeared fine. Tucker said, however, 
"I don't want to approve it without him saying what they 
are doing." Mathieu concurred saying, "He really should 
be here, and I hope he is at the next meeting." 

One final piece of business was the unpermitted 
removal of trees on North Street by Ever source. 

"We cannot let Eversource cut down trees 
without permission," said Tucker. "We need to take 
control of it.... Eversource needs to come in and give us

Board Lowers Escrow Amount, Approves Plan 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board, despite no 
agreement on a sum for the decommissioning escrow 
account, approved the Special Permit and Site Plan 
review for the Clean Energy Collective solar farm off 
Tucker lane on September 21, concluding a weeks-long 
contentious argument amongst board members. 

After more back and forth over the reasonability 
of the $75,000 escrow amount proposed originally by 
Chairman Robert Lane, half the board accepted Lane's 
latest compromise of $67,500 - a split between Lane's 
$75,000 and developer Greg Carey's previous compromise 
of $60,000. 

Discussion began with Lane presenting three 
different documents for the board to review: a first 
draft written by Town Counsel Jon Whitten that Lane 
referred to as the "latest draft"; a second that contained 
superimposed comments made by board members 
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Norman Hills and Jennifer Francis; and a third draft that 
was a rewrite by Whitten in light of Hills' and Francis' 
comments. 

"The latest draft," said Lane. "That's going to be 
our baseline for conversation." 

Hills reiterated some comments he made at 
previous meetings regarding the scrap value of the 
project and how it relates to an escrow account, should 
the solar energy facility be abandoned in the future and 
the town must decommission the site. Lane stopped 
him immediately, citing the escrow amount as the most 
contentious of the issues to be saved for last. 

Hills said, when it came to certain board 
members' concerns over environmental impact of the 
project. Hills attempted to debunk their belief that solar 
arrays posed a risk to the environment. 

Solar panels are made of steel, plastic, and solar 
cells, said Hills, which will not leach into the ground. 
There are no volatile materials, he continued, the panels 
do not leak gases, and any of the "unknowns" that fueled 
the board's concerns at prior meetings were meaningless 
at this point in time. 

"Unknowns are really not a factor in this 
discussion," said Hills. 

Moving on. Lane insisted upon including 
language that would require the developer provide a 
maintenance plan of the site, on the Special Permit, as 
well as the Site Plan Review approval, which Whitten 
suggested the board combine into one decision. 

"Because, if there is no requirement for a 
maintenance plan," said Lane, "somebody has to 
complain about it and the Town has to make an effort to 
get them to comply." 

Hills suggested there was no need for such a 
requirement, since the developer is required to upkeep the 
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site as written in the plan record. 

"I think it's just extreme," said Hills. 

Lane went ahead and included notes on his 
copy of the draft for Whitten to include in the final draft. 
Meanwhile, Carey and Clean Energy Collective's attorney, 
Richard Serkey, sat quietly listening to the discussion, 
since Lane had already announced that no further 
discussion outside of the board's discussion would be 
permitted because the public hearing was closed during 
the last meeting. 

Then it was time to discuss the decommissioning 
escrow account. 

Hills asserted that the board had two different 
quotes to consider: the $40,000 quote from the developer's 
engineer and the $50,000 quote from the board's 
consulting engineer. He said he researched escrow 
account amounts in neighboring communities and they 
all averaged around those two numbers. 

"It's not so far off," said Hills," so I don't believe 
that the $75,000 number is reasonable based on the data 
that we have." 

Lane again rejected Hills' amounts. Board 
member Michael Popitz, the one tasked with seeking 
out quotes for decommissioning the site, disagreed with 
Hills. He said many of the numbers he came across were 
lower than what they should be, simply because many 
of the projects were town-operated and located on town 
property, so higher escrow accounts weren't a priority for 
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those municipalities. 

"I really have no problem with the seventy-five," 
said Popitz. "I think seventy-five is reasonable." 

Francis said she also researched the neighboring 
towns, including Dartmouth, and only two of the 
municipalities in her collected data went above $60,000 
in their required escrow amounts. She suggested that 
higher arbitrary amounts might harm this and any future 
renewable energy projects in Marion. 

"It is incumbent upon us that our decision be 
based on facts and . . . data," said Francis, and not based on 
what someone's opinion is of an amount and then seeking 
data to support that number, she continued. 

Board member Eileen Marum shared Francis' point 
of view, and she questioned the "scientific data" Lane 
used to come up with his $75,000, which Lane considers a 
compromise from his initial $100,000 to $110,000 figure. 

"This is our first [solar] project (in Marion) and I 
don't think we should set such an onerous bar that would 
discourage . . . industries from wanting to put solar energy 
in Marion," said Marum. "A huge cash outlay could kill 
this project." 

Marum said she was concerned for the citizens 
in Marion, since they would benefit from the solar energy 
project. 

"I want them to have a discount on their electric 
bill as much as possible," Marum said. 

Lane said he based his number on what the board's 
engineer quoted as an amount for seven years out when 
the escrow amount is reviewed again, as it shall be every 
seven years for the duration of the project. 

"If this amount of money ($75,000) is going to be 
an impediment to this deal, then the engineer is not doing 
his job," said Lane, estimating the worth of the project at 
$2 million. "I'm not going to change anybody's mind on 
the board," continued Lane, "and you're not gonna change 
mine." 

Reconsidering the $75,000, Lane suggested meeting 
the developer halfway at $67,500, "And let's put it to bed 
and say things are done." 

Hills told Lane, "Nothing in the bylaw says that we 
can take a value seven years out and bring it back and say 
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this is what we need now. We can't make this stuff up as 
we go along. 

"Let's do $67,500 and call it a day and move 
on," Lane said. After further discussion. Lane later asked 
Hills, "Do you want this (the project) to die? I am strongly 
urging the board to accept that [amount] and move 
forward." 

The motion was made, seconded. Hills shook his 
head in visual bewilderment, and let out a begrudging 
'aye.' 

The vote to approve the project was unanimous, 

6 - 0 . 

In a follow-up interview, Carey said Clean Energy 
Collective will have to wait to receive the final decision 
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of the board in writing before assessing where the project 
would go from there. 

"Then, we'll review it and make a decision from 
there," Carey said. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for October 5 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


Budget Increase is Main Goal for Committee 

The Joint School Committees

During Superintendent Doug White's presentation 
on focus areas for the current school year, concerns about 
the three towns' insistence on a level-funded school budget 
as populations grow at both ORR schools dominated the 
conversation. 

Members of the Joint School Committee on 
September 17 agreed more community outreach and better 
dissemination of information about the activities and 
successes at the schools were crucial to gaining support 
from elected officials and the townspeople, especially those 
who approve the budget at annual town meetings. 

"Getting people participating and engaged in the 
budget-building processes," said White, are crucial. "We 
need to get out there in the forefront and talk about what 
kinds of things our schools need." 

White said having talks with seniors at senior 
centers was one way the schools could reach out to 
community members, but other ways of engaging 
"stakeholders" in the budget process to garner support for 
a more robust budget were also necessary. 

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman James 
Higgins said budget cuts resulting in less teachers and 
larger classroom sizes are indicative that ". . .The system we 
have is broken." Higgins urged White to lead the way in 
fixing this broken system. 

"We're being told by the town administrators 
that the money's not there," said Higgins. Higgins then 
suggested pursuing a Proposition 2 Vi override to raise taxes 
to expand the schools' budgets. 

"All of us ... are extremely concerned with what's 
happened with the budget at ORR," said Higgins. "[We 
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must] do everything that we can this year to continue to 
make changes. ... We can't keep going how we're going, 
squeaking by." 

White cautioned the committee, saying a strong 
Prop IVi campaign would be essential to gain support from 
voters who would be confronted with a Prop 2 Vi override 
question on the ballot. 

"They need to understand what they're checking 
'yes' for," said White. A good public relations campaign, as 
committee member Christine Marcolini described it, was 
how to get it done. 

"We're the School Committee," said Higgins. 
"We're in charge of the budgets. We have to find a way to 
do that." 

It isn't just about the cuts, said Marion School 
Committee member Christine Winters. "You want someone 
to fight for something for a reason ... so they're voting 
for something.... Communication is critical ... instead of 
saying, 'If we don't do this then the sky is going to fall.'" 

Rochester School Committee member Tina Rood 
said that when it comes to agreeing on goals for the year, it 
is best to keep it "simple" and "strong." 

"I don't want to get lost in a bunch of little things," 
said Rood. "At the end of the day, it's the budget and the 
process for which we can get more money from the three 
towns because we can't keep doing business the same way. 
It's not sustainable and it's not possible." 

In other matters. White gave a presentation on a 
contemporary concept in learning that focuses on teacher 
and student "mindset," featured in Carol Dweck's book, 
which White said most administrators and many teachers 
have read. 

The book talks about the difference between 
students with a "fixed mindset" versus a "growth 
mindset." Students with fixed mindsets. White said, shut 
down when they encounter a challenge, while students 
with growth mindsets often find a challenge to be an 
opportunity to try harder with the "power of not yet" 
when it comes to learning new things. 

White said there are certain ways teachers can 
foster growth mindsets in their students. For example, 
rather than putting a grade at the top of the paper, teachers 
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could put more of an explanation of what is right and 
what can be improved upon. 

The intention, said White, is that with certain 
efforts, " [Students] can then move forward and be 
productive in their own learning." 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committee 
is scheduled for October 15 at 6:30 pm in the media room 
at Old Rochester Regional Junior High School. 
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As a senior, one sometimes forgets how unique 
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Tabor Academy is as an institution. There is, of course, the 
obvious - we've been blessed by an unusually beautiful 
location, for example - but, after a while, one often ceases 
waking up appreciating one's teachers and how much 
work and care they invest in their classes, how beautiful 
the chapel is, or how interesting one's peers are.

Emily Dineen, a new freshman at Tabor, is in 
a slightly different situation than most in that, as the 
daughter of teacher and coach Gerald Dineen, she has 
lived on campus for her whole life. With a dad and older 
brother at Tabor already, she is much more familiar with 
the campus and way of life than other freshmen. Despite 
this, however, she still feels that actually attending Tabor 
is a big adjustment. 

"I think it's a really huge difference for me to be 
able to really engage with other students," said Dineen.

While before, she was " watching from the outside," now 
she's involved in the community. "I go to the library to 
study, and a senior might sit across from me.

To the Editor: 

The trees in Mattapoisett and neighboring towns 
were pummeled this year by both winter moth and gypsy 
moth caterpillars. 

We were somewhat lucky with the gypsy moths 
because their nemesis, Entomophaga maimaiga (an insect- 
attacking fungus), had just the right amount of moisture 
to become active and fatally infect large numbers of the 
adult caterpillars. If you saw the dead fuzzy caterpillars 
hanging by one end from the trunks of your trees, then 
it is likely that the fungal spores got to them and will be 
around in leaf litter for next year to keep the gypsy moths 
in check. Let's hope so. Odds improve if you leave fallen 
leaves undisturbed around trees. 

As for the winter moths, we haven't been lucky 
at all, at least not yet. But there is cause for hope and 
there are things that you can do to protect your trees. 
Unintentionally introduced in Massachusetts from Europe 
and first identified here in 2003, the defoliating winter 
moth caterpillar has no local predators or parasites. The 
adult moths emerge from the ground and mate from late 
fall until freezing temperatures kill the adult population. 
Females, which cannot fly, climb and deposit their eggs

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on the bark and branches of trees. The eggs overwinter 
and emerge as tiny caterpillars in springtime just as 
trees and other plant material are breaking bud in late 
March to mid- April. Caterpillars feed on the buds and 
developing leaves resulting in defoliation and stress to 
trees and neighboring plants. As they feed and grow, 
they "balloon" on long silken strands from tree to tree 
in search of food. Most damage is done by late May into 
early June when trees struggle to refoliate or simply give 
up and succumb after successive years of caterpillar 
attacks. Damaged trees need extra water to aid in making 
new leaves but they should not be fertilized at that 
stressful time. 

The winter moth does have a predator that 
naturally keeps it in check in Europe, and UMass 
entymologist Dr. Joseph Elkinton has been breeding and 
releasing the Cyzenis albicans fly in winter-moth affected 
areas of Massachusetts. The fly parasitizes winter moth 
eggs and they make a near-perfect pairing. Previous 
successful fly introductions in winter-moth affected areas 
including Nova Scotia and Wellesley took about six years 
to colonize and control winter moth infestation. Around 
a thousand of these flies were released in Mattapoisett' s 
Nasketucket Bay State Reservation in 2013. The Elkinton 
lab checks release sites yearly looking for established 
populations by collecting winter moth larvae for signs of 
the flies. The flies haven't taken hold yet in Mattapoisett 
but, if colonization occurs, it will take a few more years 
for them to spread to surrounding areas. 

Don't give up on your trees in the meantime. 

You have options that include spraying and banding 
but neither method is perfect. Spraying is effective but 


is best left to professionals and that can be expensive. 
Application must be correctly timed to target the 
appropriate stages of the moth's development. 
Unintentional harm to bees and other pollinators can 
result if spraying of lethal agents is done at the wrong 
time. Tree banding, which is a physical sticky barrier 
that acts like fly paper, is another option that can at least 
put a dent in the moth population without chemicals as 
we wait in hope for the Nasketucket flies to find their 
way to the rest of the town's trees. The Mattapoisett Tree 
Committee, in consultation with Tree Warden Roland 
Cote and in partnership with the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust, will present a tree-banding workshop in October 
to demonstrate a technique to trap winter moths after 
they emerge from the ground this fall but before they 
can climb trees and lay eggs for a new generation of 
caterpillars. The workshop will take place on Saturday, 
October 17 at the Land Trust's property at Dunseith 
Gardens at 1:00 pm. Rain date is October 18.

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Punk Kids

Repo Man (1984). Starring Emilio Estevez and Harry 
Dean Stanton. Directed by Alex Cox. Running time: 95 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Repo Man , the feature debut of writer-director 
Alex Cox, is a great punk-rock song wearing a movie cos- 
tume. It's harsh, abrupt, funny, political, and rigorously 
unsentimental. Its milieu is post-punk Los Angeles, where 
punk bands like the Circle Jerks are reduced to play- 
ing hilariously affectless dirge-tunes in shabby clubs — 
"Can't believe I used to like these guys," says Otto (Emilio 
Estevez), our hero, or what we get resembling a hero. Repo 
Man isn't really about punk; like much of Jaime Hernan- 
dez' Love & Rockets stories of the '80s, it's about what 
people from the punk scene do after punk dies. It doesn't 
take on punk as a subject the way Cox's follow-up film, 

Sid & Nancy , did. It settles for giving the audience what 
we usually want from punk music; it absolutely nails the 
tone, the arrogance, the hostility. Repo Man is one of my 
favorite movies, in case that wasn't clear. 

Otto (a homonym for "auto") flips off his boss 
at the grocery store and hits the bricks; at least he tried 
a job, unlike his ex-girlfriend and former buddies, who 
skulk around L.A. "doing crimes." This is part of what 
happens to punks after punk — crap jobs or theft. Otto 
stumbles into the business of repossessing cars: repo man 
Bud (Harry Dean Stanton) randomly scouts him for the 
gig, and if Harry Dean Stanton, born in 1926 and push- 
ing sixty at the time Repo Man was made, isn't a bona 
fide punk icon regardless of his generation, I don't know 
punk. The perpetually angry, foul-mouthed Bud is the 
perfect mentor for a baby nihilist like Otto, and Otto 
starts getting good at the job. Alex Cox doesn't get pious 
about the realities of car repossession and how it targets 
the poor and non white: he trusts us to pick up on that 
ourselves (and some of the repo men, like the legendary 
Rodriguez Brothers, are also non white). 

Anyway, Repo Man isn't about the job. There is 
a subplot dealing with a lobotomized nuclear scientist 
(sweaty Fox Harris) driving a '64 Chevy Malibu around. 



with something mysteri- 
ous glowing in the trunk. 

As with the similar brief- 
cases in Kiss Me Deadly 
and Pulp Fiction , we 
never find out what's in 
the trunk and how it va- 
porizes people. We figure 
it involves aliens, though, because some agents are look- 
ing for the Malibu. The repo men are, too, once a $20,000 
bounty is put on the car's head. Or hood. Repo Man is 
full of wry, side-of-the-mouth commentary on codes of 
belief: Bud's repo-man code, or the book Dioretix (a slap 
at Scientology years before most people knew about it), 
which people keep passing around, or the cosmic phe- 
nomenology outlined by Miller (Tracey Walter). I don't 
think Cox means us to take the quietly daffy Miller any 
more seriously than anyone else in the film, but he sure is 
fun to listen to. 

This is a low-budget movie, so although there's 
some action — shoot-outs, car chases (including one 
in L.A. 's drainage canal where the cars racing through 
puddles in the sunshine create rainbows) — the bulk of 
it is two guys talking, usually in cars. Repo Man can thus 
be added to the multitude of films that informed Quentin 
Tarantino's work, though it has its own derivative mo- 
ments. The score by Tito Larriva and Steven Hufsteter, for 
instance, veers between Chicano surf music and ominous 
John Carpenter chords. Robby Muller's cinematography, 
too, echoes early Carpenter films, although instead of the 
blue-on-black scheme favored by Carpenter's DP Dean 
Cundey, we get green-on-black. 

Miller thinks that alien spaceships are time 
machines, and so is Repo Man , in a way; it takes us right 
back to the Reagan years, when we were afraid (or made 
afraid) of the Russians nuking us. So we get a bit of rheto- 
ric that fits the times ("I don't want no commies in my 
car," growls Bud, "and no Christians either") and a good 
deal of paranoia about glowing stuff. Most of the people 
in the movie, though, live at an angle to the mainstream. 
Bud again: "Ordinary [bleepjing people. I hate 'em." Ev- 
ery store in the movie stocks its shelves with generic food 
products, creating a backdrop for a world without real 
choice. Yet Repo Man's scuzzy-nihilistic style is played for 
deadpan laughs. I get the sense that Alex Cox made it for 
guys like Otto, and didn't care if anyone else dug it.
